Lewis, state health commissioner, 
said Thursday. He makes this state, 
ment, he says in spite of the fact 
that the number of cases reported 
to the health department daily and 
weekly still is on a rapid increase. 
“The most certain indication that 
we soon shall be fnee from the mal­ 
ady,’’ the health commissioner said, 
is in the fact that the disease is 
becoming less and less virulent in 
all parts of the state. This condi­ 
tion always presages the end of 
every epidemic. 
Decline Always Rapid, He Says 
“After starting on the decline in 
virulence, a contagious or infectious 
disease always disappears in a short 
time. At the same time as the de­ 
cline starts, the number of cases al­ 
ways becomes vastly greater. 
“So it has been with the smallpox 
in Oklahoma. Numbers of cases have 
broken out in communities far re­ 
moved from the affected flirts within 
the last week or more. Sometimes it 
has been absolutely impossible for 
us to account for the fresh out­ 
breaks of this kind.” 
Pottawatomie One of W ont 
Pottawatomie county appears to 
be one of the most seriously 'in ­ 
fected parts of the state a t present, 
according to Doctor Lewis.

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In tile northern states it is only 
necessary to store seed corn rn the 
njanner mentioned, in some place 
where the atniosphre is dry, where 
there is frets circulation of air and 
where the corn vftlhnot be exposed 
to overheating or freesing. 
Thes^j general 
conditions 
apply 
equally to the storing of seed corn 
in the south, bar there is also an­ 
other danger against which safe­ 
guards mast be provided. This is 
the( damage occasioned by the wee­ 
vils and grain moth. ^ 
This often makes it necessary to 
fumigate the seed with bisulphid of 
carbon, using one-half pint of the 
inaectide to IO bushels of grain or 
lqss. 
When the fumigation is made^the 
corn must be placed in a specially 
prepared box or 
other 
receptacle, 
raadq as air tight as is possible. The 
bisulphid should be placed in shal­ 
low dishes or pans on top of the 
seed and allowed to evintarate for 
from 24 to 48 hours. 
The /coni 
should not be fumigated until dry, 
as It is likely to hejat. After fumi­ 
gating, the -ears must be thorough­ 
ly aired. The bisulphid is very in­ 
flammable; even 
applosive, 
when 
mix^jd with air under certain con­ 
ditions and mfuch be handled with 
great cautio?, No fire. Righted lan­ 
tern,- lamp, or other

should be present^ when th# fumi­ 
gating box is opened.
